The political ai:s which determined the military plans have been formulated 
by the Hitlerites in the any documents which were read into the record in this 
courtroom. But these aims were stated particularly clearly and cynically at the 


meeting in Hitler's headquarters on July 16, 191. This document was presented 


by the American prosecution as Exhibit No, 1-221, and it is at page lll in the 


Document Book. 

At this mecting Hitler, Goering, Rosenberg, Keitel, and other fascist 
conspirators, were deciding, as they thought, the subsequent fortunes of the 
Soviet Union. 

The Crimea, together with the adjoining regions of the Ukraine, the Baltic 


regions, the Biclostok Forests, and the Kola Peninsula, were to "join" Germany. 

colonies were also to become a part of the Reich. The Baku area was 
envisaged as a German military colony. Bessarabia and Odessa were to be handed 
over to Roumania, while Finland acquired Eastern Karelia, Leningrad, and the 
Leningrad District. 

As is well known, the Hitlerites alweysstrove to prevent their real 
piratical aims from recciving publicity, At the seme meeting at General 
Headquarters, on July 16, 191, Hitler, for instance, said that it was important 
not to reveal their ains to the whole world, not to complicate their path by 
unnecessary declarations, and, in giving reasons for their actions, to start from 
tactical intentions. 

dant Rosenberg stated, on the 20th of June, 191, at a conference 
regarding the Eastern question <= the record of wiich was presen 


American Prosecution as Exhibit 1050-FS--that tactics were very important and 
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' that political aims would be determined as the occasion arose, when one slogan or 
another could be given publicity. 

That particular paragraph you will find on page 15 of the Russian text of the 
document, which corresponde to page 201 in the Docwient Book. 

Taking this circumstance into consideration, Your Honors, it appears of value 
for our investigation to turn to some statements by the fascist war criminals which 
refer to the period when they considered it possible to make public some of their 
political ains, 

In 191-2 the fascist hordes broke through territories of the Soviet Union 
and approached Lioscow, Battles were waged on the banks of the Volga, 

The specter of a "Great Germany" ruling the world apzeared as a beacon 
before the eyes of the Hitlorite conspirators, The opportunity arrived about 
which defendant Rosenberg had spoken when, from the standpoint of the fascist 


criminals, it was possible that certain political slogans could be made public. 


oh + A " " : 
I present'to the Tribunal, under number USSR=58, a document from the archives 


of the defendant Rosenborg!s office relating to questions of German policy in 
the occupied regions of the Caucasus. Once again I ask to refer to this 
document. I refer to page 203 in the Document Book, and page 9 of the Russian 
text, the translation of this document. 

Rosenberg, on the 27th of July, 1942, solved this Eastern problem in this way, 
and I quotes 

"The Eastern problem consists in bringing the Baltic peoples under the 
influence of German culture and in preparing widely conceived military frontiers 
for Germany, The Ukraine problem consists in securing Germany's and Europe's 
food supply and the Continent's supply of raw vatorials. 

"The problem of the Caucasus is primarily a political problem, and its 
solution means the expansion of Continental Europe, under German leadership, from 
the Caucasin Isthmus to the Near 

On November 27, 191, the defendant Ribbentrop made a report on the 
international situation. The text of this revort was published in Volume 329-A 
of the Hamburger Freudenblatt, I present this report as Exhibit No. USSR-3lh7. 

Ribbentrop, in this report, said: 

"I should like to summarize the consequences of this defeat of Soviet Russia, 


and of the occupation of the greater part of European Russia in 191, as follows: 
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X "nle With regard to the war, England's last ally on the continent has thereby 
ceased to be a significant factor, Germany ond Italy, with their allies, thus 
become unassailable in Europes Besides this, colossal forces have become free for 
other purposes. 

"2, In the economic fiold, the Axis powers, together with their friends, 
which means the whole of Evrone, have achieved independence from countries 
overseas. Europe has onee for all been freed from the threat of blockade. The 
grain and raw materials of Russia in Europe can fully cover the needs of Europce 
Its war production will serve Germany's war economy and that of her allies, as a 
result of which Europe's war potential vill increase still more, The organization 
of this vast area is alread: in full swing, Thus, two decisive prerequisites 
for the victory of the Axis and its allics over England have been created," 

I shall take the liberty of prescnting another document on this same subject, 
It is Gobbols! speech in Munich, published on 19 October 192, in the main organ of 
the Nazi party, tho "Voclkischer Beobachter" South German edition. 

The text of this speech is presented to the iilitary Tribunal as Exhibit 
USSR 250. That is on page 205 in the Document Book. 

In his address Goebbels saids 

"We have captured the most important grain-producing, coal-mining, and 
metallurgical regions of the Soviet Unione We today possess what the enemy has 
lest, And since what the enemy is short of has como to us, it is of double value, 
In the past we were a people without space, but today this is no longer the case. 
Today we have only to shape this spacc which our soldiers have conquered to make 
it useful to us, and this requires a definite period of time. But if the British 
contend that we have lost the war because we have lost time, this contention only 
shows how completely they fail to understand the situation, Time works only 
against those who have no space and raw materials. If we make use of time to 
organize the space conquered by us, the time will work not against us, but for us." 

Your onors, that which Ribbentrop, Goebbels and Rosenberg said about 
exploiting the space captured by the soldiers, tock on, at the OKW, the shape of 
plans for further aggressione 

In this respect the following document == which I now submit to the Tribunal 
under Noe 57 USSR 336 == sppoars interesting. I ask ycu to accept this as 


evidence. This document is a letter from the German Naval War Staff to the 


commanding Gcnorals of Groups West, North and South, This document was discovered 


in German archives by the allied troops, 
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The letter, which you will find on page 210 in the Document Book, is 


entitled "Objectives for the further conduct of war upon termination of the 
campaign in the East," t is numbered 01345—1, and it is dated August 8. 

In those days the fascist conspirators considered that victory over the 
Sovict Union was really only a question of time, and therefore they planned for 
further agcression. 


This letter which I am about to quote begins with the foliowing words: 





"The Naval War Staff has just received the draft of the Fuchrer's 
directives concerning further intentions on termination of the campaign 


in the Hast. 

"The following propositions give a general outline of these intentions 
anc are intended for the personal information of the Conmanding Generals 
and their Chiefs of Staff," 

There follows part 2, Paragraph F, the 8 sub-paragraphs of which 
detail the plans to be carried out on the termination of the campaign in

"hile enforcing this disgraceful and obviously unlawful regime for 
Sovict prisoners of war with inhuman cruelty, the German Govornimont is doing 
its utmost to conccal from the public the regulation it issued on this question, 
Thus in ruply to zn inquiry mde by the Soviet Government, tho Swedish Govern- 
ment stated that the information concerning the oforosoid regulation of the 
Gorman Government published in the European and Auericsn press was correct, but 
that the text of this regulation had not been published and was therefore not 
available," 

The regulation which had not been available for the Swedish Government in 
autumn of 1941 h^5s now become available for the International Military Tribuml, 
I assume 2 very important circunstence is that these regulations were 
distributed in two channels: the High Command and the channel of the Fascist 
Party, In such a way, the extermination by starvation of the Sovict prisoners 
of war captured by the Germans had been planned and carried out both by the 

German High Command and by the Fascist Party. 

I present to the Court these documents which were not available some 
time ago as a heavy load on tho scale of the Prosceution, On page 17, your 
Honors, you will find the document which has been cited by mc, It bears the

"The Soviet Union did not join the regulation regarding the regime for 
prisoners of war, according to that we are not obliged to supply Sovict 
prisoners of war with food either equal in quantity ar in quality to thc rece 
quirement of the repulation, Taking into consideration the general Situation, 
the following rations for the Sovict prisoners of war were established,

A similar regulntion headed "Food Ration for the Soviut Prisoners of 
sont as scerct information by the fascist party chancery on 17 
December 1941. 
I shall quote only one sentence from that party cirection, which you 
will find on p-ge 18 of the Document Book: 
"in open discussion of the question regarding the food supply of the 
prisoners of wer or^lly or in publication is excluded because of the possib- 


ility of the hostile propaganda," 
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The authors of the document emphasize that there is no danger of any 
substantial deterioration of the food supply of "our German people," I 
submit that the hint is sufficiently clear, The document was distributed to 
the High Command of the Army, to the Commands of Corps Areas, to military 


authorities in Bohemia and Moravia, to military commissioners in a number of 


cities, 


The Nazi conspirators established particularly low rations for men 
of the Red Army. On the basis of their own estimates the monthly ration for 
Soviet prisoners of war was 2% in regard to fats, 66% in rezard to sugar and 
bread and O% in regard to meat as compared with the ameunt of food provided 
for prisoners of war from other armies fighting against Germany, 

Moreover there was a special note in the directive itself, You will 
find the special nete on page 19 of the Document Book, 

"If the ration for non-Soviet prisoners of war is reduced, the ration 
for Soviet prisoners of war must be lowered accordingly," 

But even these starvation rations, which could not sustain the life of 
an adult person, more often than not existed only on paper. 

I present to the Tribunal as USSR Exhibit 177, another document, 

THE PRESIDENT: Colonel Pakrovsky, I don't think it matters very much, 
but when you said "O per cent" in regard to meat, when you were dealing with 
the percentages, was that correct, because in setting out the amount of food 


which they were allowed or were Supposed to be allowed, there was lpo grams 


of meat for ordinary men and 600 grams of meat for other men doing special 


work, and I don't see how h00 grams can be O per cent of the ration allowed 


to other non-Soviet prisoners, 


COLONEL POKROVSKY: You are quite right, sir, I have the same figures 


here, but there is no contradiction here at all, I am reporting to the 


Tribunal now that there were several direetives, and the first one Seems to be 


the best one for the Soviet prisoners of ware That states that L00 grams of 


meat was the ration, 


The next directive, which established the percentage of 
food supply for the Soviet prisoners of war and others, shows O per cent, 


As far as I understand it, if there was net meat enough fer all of 
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the prisoners of war, in that case the Soviet prisoners wouldn't receive any 
meat at alle 

THE PRESIDENT: I see, Then you say that the words "on the basis 
of their own estimates" are referring to some estimates other than tne estimate 
which you give, It doesn't matter about tnat, but I understand you to say 
that there are other estámates which show they didn't give them anything. 

COLONEL POKROVSKY: Youare quite right, sir. 

I present to the Tribunal one more document dealing with the same 
question, That is Noe USSR-177- You will find it on page 21 of your Document 
Book, This is a record of a conference of the Ministry of Supply under the 
direction of State Secretary Bakke and Ministerial Director Moritz. The 
document is dated November 2l, 1941, 1630 hours. Among those who took part 
in the conference were representatives of various departments, in particular 
General Reineke -- probably the Tribunal remewbers that it was Reineke who 
headed that particular phase of the work which dealt with the prisoners of 
war -- and Ministerial Director Mansfeld. The subject under discussion was 


the supply of Russian prisoners of war and civilian workerse 


"Attempts to produce special bread for Russians have shown that 
the most useful mixture is 50% rye bran, 20% residue of sugar beet, 20% 
cellulose flour and 10% flour made out of straw and leaves, 

"Meat-which asually is not used for food can never satisfy sufficient], 
the demand for meat; Russians must, therefore, be supplied with horse meat 
and with meat which is little suitable for food and which is today issued in 
double quantities on ration cards. 

"The present technique of the production of fat is such that there 
are no longer any unsuitable fats; tne Russians should, therefore, receive 
good edible fats," 

These words of mockery can hardly pass unnoticed, Russian prisoners 
of war, who had been receiving "meat which usually is not used b food", wer: 
now to receive on their starvation rations only "meat which is today —€ 


in deuble quantities on ration cards", and instead of fats they were to get 


certain substances which can be used for food only due to "the present tech- 
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nique of the production of fat." And these products are called "good edible 
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fatg," 

The seeond part of the document is entitled "Rations," I quote, 
‘the part being cited by me is on pages 21 and 22 in your document book, 

"Since there is great discrepaney between the estimates of the experts 
of the Reich Ministry of Health and those of the Central Medical Department of 
the Army concerning the necessary calory value of foodstuffs, the final 
determining of rations will be done in the course of the week by a narrower 
circle of experts, the Ministry of Supply, The ŝôup made of flour during 
Seven days as rations will be for Russians who do not work in the camp, 

"III. The number of Russians whom the Reich Ministry of Supply ean 
supply with food," 

I should nete here that this sentence means "The number of Russians 
which the Reich Ministry of Supply can supply with food ig being ascertained 
now, !! 

"State Secretary Pakke was noncommital in answer to persistent 
questioning by General Reineke and Ministerial Director Mansfeld," 

It seems to me useful to peint c that there is on the document a 
note in pencil: "It is requestec to clear up the matter of the rations because 
@pate Scerstary Bakke is, apparently, becoming irraticnal," The signature is 
illegible, 

It secmg to me that this particular inscription really shows the 
arguments that were goimg on, You see, it is shown here in the data that 
there is considerable discrepancy betwsen the estimates of the Reich Ministry 
of Health and the Central Medical Department, a great discrepancy, 
As the Tribunal will remember, the witpess Blaha testified in reply 
to my questions that almost al} Prisoners of war who died of starvation in 


the Dachau Camp were mem of the Hed Army, I shall submit evidence showing 


that the Dachau Camp was not an exception in tnat Pesnect, 


On 27 April 19)2 'ople's Commissar of Foreign Affairs ef the USSR 


was forced to submit a new note,

The marauding mentioned in the previous note is regarded not only 
as something possible, but is proclaimed as obligatory to all the soldicrs 
of the German Arnye 

The Peoples! Commissar refers to the following documents issued by the 
German Command, stressing G that this looting done in wintertime 
doomed the Red Army men to death by freezing. 

order of the Staff of the 88th Regiment of the 3th German Infantry 
Division headed "Situation With Respe o Uniforms" imposed, “Boots should 
be removed from Russian war prisoncrs without hesitation." That this order 
is not an accidicntal one is scen from the fact that even before the 
perfidious attack on the USSR the German Command provided for recourse to 
this system of supplying its troops. 

Among the documents of the 234th Infantry Regiment of the 56th Division,

All this proved to bo insufficiente The Order of the High Command of 
the German Army dated ll January, 1942, and issued in the name of Hitler 
as Commander-in-Chief, states -- paragraph 2: 

"All leniency or hmmaneness with regard to war prisoners is strictly 


condemned. A German soldier must always make his prisoner feel his 


supericrity. Every delay in resorting to arms against a war prisoner 
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harbors danger The Commanderein-Chief of the Army expects these directions 


will be fully carried out." 
"The Soviet Government continues to receive reliable information on 


the condition of captive Red Army men in the German-occupied territories of 


the USSR as wel} as in thc German rear and in the German-occupicd European 


countries, This information testifies to tho further deterioration of the 
regime instituted for captive Red Army men, and that they are particularly 
badly off in comparison with the war prisoners of other countries. It further 
testifies to the dying of Soviet war prisoners of starvation and illness, 

to heinous indignities and bloody cruclty systematically applied to the Red 
Army men by the Hitlerite authorities who have long since violated the most 
elementary requirements of international law and human ethics." 

The note specially stresses the fact that the inhuman atrocities and 
cruelty perpetrated by the German-Fascist sangsters against the Soviet war 
prisoners excced the atrocities of Tschingiss-Han, Batys, and Mamaie 

In spite of that, the note states -- which you will find on page ll -- 

Soviet Government, true to the principles of humaneness and respect for 
its international obligations, has no intention, even in the given 
circumstances, of applying retaliatory repressive measures against German 
war prisoners, and continues as hitherto to observe the obligations undertake 
by the Soviet Union with regard to the regime for war prisoners specified 
by the Hague Convention of 1907, which was likewise signed but so 


perfidiously violated in every one of its points by Germany." 

Later I shall quote an affidavit, written by a group of German war 
prisoners, The authors of the document, on one hand, by a series of new 
facts have added to the nember of atrocities committed by the conspirators 

Soviet war prisoners; and on the other hand they have confirmed 
that the Soviet Command is truc to the principles of humaneness in its 
attitude towards the German war prisoners, 

The military victory of the democratic powers opened the innermost 


secrets of Hitler's archives. Along with a large number of documents that 


raise the curtain on the criminal plans of the conspirators, we have also 
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obtained a wide opportunity of interrogating living witnessese A whole 
series of questions become finally clear as the witnesses' depositions are 
being cross-checked with the documentary archives. Much new evidence has 
also been received by us on the suWpct of the crimes against tho prisoners of 
Ware 

Some information with regard to the criminal Hitlerite practice of 
exterminating the Soviet prisoners of war appeared as of April 27, 192, 
in the official communication of Molotov, People!s Commissar of Foreign Affairs 


in the USSR. 


I shall prove here that this crine was part of the general conspiracy, 


and was planned in advance of the aggressive war against the Soviet Unione 
The Tribunal will see that the regime for war prisoners was really a sum total 
of divers methods of their extermination. Let us turn to the testimony of 
the witnessese 

The former Chief of Staff of the OKH, Otto Halder, questioned on 
October 31, 1945, testified -- I submit to the Court as our No, 34l -- 

"Prior to the beginning of the offensive against Russia, the 

Furhrer called a conference of all those connected with the OKH 

on the question of the forthcoming offensive against Russia. 

I do not recall the exact date of the meeting. I do not know 

whether it took place before or after the invasion of Yugoslavia, 

At the mecting the Fuehrer stated that the methods used in the 

war against the Russians will have to be different from those 

used in the war against the Weste" 

I beg your pardon, I have forgotten to tell you that the place which I 
quoted from was on page twenty-foure 

"Investigating Officer: What else did he say? 

"Witness: He said that the struggle between Russia. and Germany is a

COLONEL POKROVSKY: With the\ permission of the Tribunal, I will submit to 
him my consideration in this case. The testimony of Halder is of importance 
to us only in one respect, namely, that he states the fact of the meeting 
with Hitler before the war; the conference at which the question of treatment 
of Russian war prisoners was discussed, Ihis fact also finds confirmation 
in other testimonies which were submitted by us to this Tribunal, and there- 
fore I think that there is no reason and no need for examination of this 
witness, because this intcrrogation may cause a further delay as it will refer 
only to this question, and the German defense may ask questions which are not 
necessarye I also would onsider this proposal, that it would be proper for 
the German defense to request the Tribunal and explain for what reason it 
wants to cross-examine Halder; dif this Tribunal will agree then it will 


render a proper decision.

fe have one more testimonial, that of the Lt.General of the German Army, 
Kurt von Osterreich, tho former Chief of the POW Section of the Danzig 
Military District. He testified personally before the representatives of the 
Red Army on 29 December 1945. His testimonial is registered as document Mo. 
USSR=151 and can be found in your document book. I shall quote a few excerpts 

"I began my work as tho Chief of the POW Section at the Headquarters of 
the Danzig Military District on 1 Februnry 1941. 

"Prior to that I was the Commanding Officer of the 207th Infantry 
Division, located in Francese It wes towards larch 1941 that I was summoned to 
Berlin to attend a secret meeting at the Headquarters of thc Commander-ine 
Chief, 

"This conference was conducted by Lt. General Reinecke, who was Chief of 
POF Section at the General S,aff, 

"More than twenty Chiefs of the Distri PO Sections from various region 
wero present at this conference, : several Staff Officers, whose 
names I can't just now recall. 

"General Reinecke told us as a great secerct that for tho beginning of the 
Summer 1941 there is planned a tentative invasion of the Sovict territory and 

hat in connection with this the High Command made »rovisions for the necessar 
measures, including the creation of camps for tho Russian prisoners-<of-war 
expected after tho start of operations on thc FEastern'PFront'", 

I shell omit three paragraphs and shall dwell on several details of 
greater importance:

The witness further testifies how he was called to a conference of the 
military district chicfs on PO: affairs; this conference took place in Berlin, 
either towards the end of 194] or the beginning of 1942. The conference was 
conducted by Major-General von Grebenitze The question under discussion was 
what to do with those Russian prisonors-ofewnr who were unable to work as the 
rosult of wounds, illness or exhaustion.

"ees "hen I was in tho Ukraine I received from Headquarters a top-secret 
order signed by Himmler, directing that beginning with August 1942 Russian war 
prisoners must be branded with a special mark. Russian war prisoners were 
kdpt in concentration camns under severe conditions, were poorly fed, suffered 


from moral debasement and died o rer and illness." 


Osterreich names facts which confirm this testimony. The following 
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enisode is revealingly characteristic. I quote the second paragraph of the 
fifth page: (it is on page 31 in your document book). 

"In the beginning of 1942 when an echelon of Russian war prisoners was 
beine moved from Ukraine to the city of Torn, there died approximately 75 
peonle, the corpses of which were not taken away and were left togcther with 
tho living pcople. About 100 was prisoners who could not bear such conditions 

to escape were shot." 

Many such and similar cases are known to the witness. He enumerates 
them, but I do not think it is necessary to cite all of them to the Tribunal 

Osterreich sneaks also about directives which p? de for the shooting of 
all noliticnl workers of the Red Army, Communists and Jews. 

Such an arrangement practically opened the way for extermination of any 
Soviet war prisoners under the pretext that hc is suspected of belonging to 
Communist party or if he rosembled a Jew, 

In addition to testimonies of Osterreich it is necessary to quote a 
sentence mentioned, as I believe, by the Commander-in-Chicf 
marshal von Reichenau in "The conduct army in the Tast".

"Suvplying peaceful population and the war prisoners with food

"The German-Fascist invaders systematically exterminated the wounded 
and imprisoned Soviet citizens. Physicians A.N. Smyrnov, A.Ne Glasunov, 
A.M. Demidov, A.S. Pogrebnov and others, who were prisoners in a camp, stated 
that on the way from Vasma to Smolensk the Hitlerites shot seveyal thousand 
people, 

"In the autumn of 194} the Germans drove a party of prisoners of war 
from Vasma to Smolensk, A great number of the men were not able to walk 
as a result of continuous beating and exhaustion, When the citizen 
attempted to give a piece of bread to some of the prisoners, the German soldiers 
pushed them off, beat the Soviet people with canes and butts and shot them on 
the Bolshaya Sovetskaya street, on the roads Roslavskoye and Kievskoye the 
Fascist scoundrels opened a disorderly fire at a column of prisoners of war, 
The prisoners attempted to escape, but the soldiers overtook them and shot 
1 hem tha q+ ; SY a " 4 
3t then, In that way nearly 5,000 Soviet people were executed, The corpses 
were left in the streets for Several days,"

"The German military authorities exterminated the prisoners of war, 

On the way to Smolensk and especially at the c.mp the prisoners perished by 
tenas and hundreds, In Camp No,128 for prisoners of wer the Soviet people 
Were subjected to torture, sick people ordered to do hard work, no medical 
help rendered. The prisoners in the camp were tortured, made to do work 
beyond their strength, shot, From starvation, torture, typhus and dysentery 
epidemics, freezing cold, excessive work and bloody terror, about 150 to 200 
nen died daily. Over 60,000 citizens and prisoners of war were exterminated 
here by the German-Fascist invaders. The facts of the extermination of the 
imprisoned officers and men of the Red Army and of the citizen population were 
confirmed by the testimony of physicians who had been imprisoned in the camp: 
A.N, Smyrnov, Vede Hmyrov, AsSe Pogrebnov, P.N, Erpylov, A.M, Demidov, 

nurses T.S., Shubina, 4.G. Lenkovskaya and several Red Army Soldiers and 
Smolensk citizens, 

Thousands of prisoners were shot in the camp under the direction of 
Sonderfuchrer Eduard Gyss. Corporal iatlyn brutally avenged himself on 
prisoners, Being aware of it, they tried not to come before his eyes. So 
Gatlyn put on a Red army soidicr'!s clothes, mixed with the crowd, and, having 
chosen himself a victim, beat him nearly to death. Private Rudolf Radtke, 
former wrestler in a circus in Ge ny, prepared himself a lash made out of 
aluminum wire =- for the purpose of exteminating the prisoners, On Sundays 
he would come to the camp, drunk, throw himself at the:first prisoner, torture 
him and kill him, 

At the municipal power plant in Smolensk the Fascists made sick, 
exhausted and worn-out Soviet people work, Very often, prisoners worn out by 
starvation and work beyond their strength, would break down 2nd fall, Then 
they were immediately shot by Sonderfuehrer Szepalsky, Sonderfuchrer Bram, 
Hofman Mauser, Sonderfuchrer Wagner, 

There was a hospital forprisoners of war in Smolensk. Soviet physicians 
who worked at that hospital stated: 


"Up to July, 1942, the patients had to lie on the floor without havi 


their wounds dressed, Their clothes and bedding were covered not only with 
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dirt but also puse The rooms where they were kept were not heated and the 
floors of the halls were covered with an icy crust," 

A report of a medico-judicial examination is appended to the announce} 
ment of the Extraordinary State Commission, Academician Burdeno, chief 
medico-judicial expert of the People's Commissariat in Charge of Publie 
Health, Doctor Prosorovsky, professor of forensic medicine of the Second 
Moscow Medical Institute, Doctor of Medical Sciences Smolaninow and other 
specialists fromthe lst until the 16th of October, 1943, conducted numerous 
exhunations and medico-judicial explorations of the corpses in the toin of 
Smolensk and its suburbs. Numerous pit-graves were opened, which contained 
the corpses of those killed during the German-Fascist invasion, The number 
of corpses found in those pit-graves varied from 500 to 4,500 in every place 
where mass executions took place, 

I shall quote only those extracts from the investigation which have a 
direct bearing on my general subject. On page 9 of your document book you 
have this paragraph, which I now quote -- page 9 of our Exhibit USSR-56, it 
says 

"The corpses found in the pits were for the most part naked, some 
were clothed in worn-out underwear, only a few bodies had clothes or military 
uniforms," 

In the second paragraph on the next page of the Document, USSR-56 -- 
that is page 62 in the document file -- second paragraph, it says: 

"Documents certifying identity have been found in sixteen cases 
only (three passports, one Hed Army book and twelve military identification 
tags)" -= what I mean by that, that is the identification which is worn by 
every soldier; it was really a medallion, the compartment within which there 
is placed a document identifying the man's name and rank, and also his home 


address == "in several cases only parts of preserved clothing and tattoo could 


be used to prove the identity of the deceased," 


The circumstances confirm that the Germans endeayored to make the 


identification of their victims impossible as it was demanded in certain 


directi ves, 


The first paragraph on page ll of Exhibit 56, c 


orresponding to 
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your page 63 in the document book says: 

"The dissection of ¢orpses taken out of graves situated within the 
confines of the large and small concentration camps, Flant Noe 35, the former 
German hospital for prisoners of war, a saw-mill works, concentration camp 
near village Pecherskaya and village Rakytna show that inthe overwhelming 
majority of cases, taking intoconsideration the results of the inquiry, death 
was caused by starvation and acute infectious illnesses, That death ws 
caused by starvation can be objectively proved -- apart from the complete lack 
of hypodermic fatty cellular tissue disclosed upon dissection -= by the 
discovery in a number of cases of grassy masses, pieces of rough leaves and 
stems of phants in the stomach cavity." 

On the same page, but below, in the fourth paragraph, we reads 

"A significant number of opened pitgraves, totalling eighty-seven, 
filled with masses of corpses -= taking into consideration the differences in 
the time of burial, covering the second half of 1941, the years 1942 and 
1943 -= give testimony of a systematic destruction of the Soviet people. In 
most cases, the men thus exterminated ranged between the ages of twenty and 

forty years," 

Somewhat lower, on the same pages 

"Special attention should be given te the fact that the dissected 
corpses regularly lacked footwear, xeept in extremely rare cases, Clothing, 
too, was absent as a rule, or consisted of worn-out underwear or pieces of 
Old coats. A conclusion can naturally be drawn from these facts, that the 
memoval of clothes and footwear having some value had become a constant 
legalized process and that it preceded the execution of the Sovict citizens," 

Further, the report of the Commission deals with the means of 
exterminating people, including shooting, asphyxiation and so on, All 


this is not new to us and I see no necessity for reading at this time that

In our document, USSR Exhibit 6-5, there were several quotati 


the records of thc medico-judicial committees and the conclusion of the 


“Medical Expert Committee, We find them on pages 9, 10, 11 and 12 of the 


document. I shall briefly report on the contents of the protocols and quote a 
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few words of the conclusion, In the reports it is said that in the town of 
Ravva-Russkaya, 52 kilometers northeast of Lvov, Hitlerites set up a big 

camp for prisoners of war, In this concentration camp there were imprisoned 
and exterminated a great number of Soviet and French prisoners of war, They 
were shot, they died of infectious diseases, and of starvation, The committec 
of the medico-judicial experts exhumed a number of bodies from the large 
graves, Some of the graves were disguised by means of green shrubbery and 
grass. In the graves there was discovered a substantial number of corpses 
clothed in military and semi-military uniforms. Some of the corpses had in 
their clothing identification medallions of members of the Red Army. The age 
of the prisoners whose bodies were exhumed ranged from twenty to forty years, 

I am now quoting from the conclusions of the committee. This portion 
is found in page 70 of your document book. 

"The investigation data bearing on the bodies exhumed from the graves 
give us a right to conclude that in the aforementioned graves there were 
buried corpses of the Soviet prisoners of war. The burial was of a mass 
character. The bodies were placed == in graves l by 7 meters in size -- 
in layers, one layer upon another, from 350 to 00 bodies to a grave. They 
Were buried in the same clothing which they had on at the time of death. 

The absence of footwear would indicate that either it was taken off at the 


time of death or else that the prisoners were kept in confinement bootless. 


of vermin were found in all clothing. To judge by the state of the clothes, 


death must have taken place during the cold season. However, practically 


no warm clothing is found on any of the bodies, Instead, evidently to escape 


the cold, the corpses were found clothed in two or three sets of their Summer 


uniforms, towels, bits of sackcloth, etc," 
I an omitting a few sentences and want'to quote that part of the 
conclusions which deals with the number of discovered corpses. That is page

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"The number of graves, thirty-six, and their size, as well as the

The degree of decomposition points to the fact that the corpses have been 
underground about three years; in other words, the time of burial must be 
placed around late autumn or winter of 1951-1912." 

A special section of the report cf the Extraordinary State Commission 
for the Determination and Investigation of thc Crimes Committed by the German 
Fascist Invaders in the City and the Region of Orel -- which I submit to the 
Tribunal as USER Exhibit Noe 46 -- describes the mass externination of the 
prisoners of war conducted over a long period of tinee 

The prisoner-of-war camp was Sct up in the city jail of Orel. After 
the Hitlorite agcresscors ‘had been driven away from the city of Orel, the 
Extraordinary Commission had an opportunity of procuring the testimony of 
doctors who had been in this camp and whe by chance survived. 
included in this report personal observations of the member of the 
Extraordinary State Committoc, Academician Purdenko, who personally cxamined 
persons Liberated by t he Red Army from this camp and rom the so-called 
prison "hospital". The gencral conclusion which can be reached is that in 
the city camp of Orcl, as well as in the other camps, Hitlerites carried out 
physical extermination of th. Sovict people with the metho odical routine 

characteristic of tho Germans. 

The prisoners received 200 grans ef bread and a litre of soup, made of 
rotten soya beans and stale flour. road was baked with an admixture of 

camp administration, including the doctors, troated 
prisoners in the most atrocious manncre 

I want te quote y excerpts from the report of the Commissione 
I shall begin with the fifth paragraph on pace 2: 

"Tho camp commander, Major Hoffmann, beat prisoners and forced 

the hunzer-exhausted persons tc unload shells and do hard manual labor in 


tho stone quarries. The boots and leather shoes were taken away from the 
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prisoners and wooden shoes given them instead. In the winter, the wo den 
shoes became slippery and the prisoners of war often slipped and crippled 
themsclvcs in walking, especially when going up cr down the stairSe 

Dre Hele Tsvetkov, who had been an inmate of the prisoner-of-war camp, 
tostifiod as follows, and you will find it quoted on page 72. It is the

"I can describe tho attitude of th. German Comnand toward the prisoners 
of war during my stay in the Orel Camp as one of deliberate extermination 
sf manpower. The food ration which at tho most equalled 700 calories, was 
all they had under conditions of hard work, usually beyond the prisoner's 
strength, and led to complete exhaustion of the organism (cachexia) and to 
duathe 

"In spite of our protests and struggle against this mass murder of 
Soviet people, the German cp doctors -- Kuper and Bockel -- asserted that 

Moreover, they denied that the 
iger edema show by many of the prisoners was caused by 

starvation, and ascribed th. condition entirely to heart cr kidney trouble. 
Tho mortality in camp assumed nass proportions. Of the total number of 
murdered nen, three thousand died of starvation and of complications 
produced by malnutritione 


"The prisoners lived under conditions so horrible that they almost defy 


description. Fuel and water were completely; lacking. Everything was 


vermineirfestede The prison wards were unbelievably overcrowded, firty 
to eighty people being crammed into a ward 15 to 20 square meters in sizce 


Prisoners would die five or six in vach ward and the living would sleep 


It is further said that a particularly horrible regime existed for 
these who were placed in the category of the "recalcitrants". They were 
put into a special building, called the "death block." The inmates of 
this block were shot on schecule, five to six persons being taken every 
Tucsday and Friday. During the shootings, among others, the German 
physician Kuper was alse presente 

Academician Burdenk ascertained that in the so-called "h.spital", 
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people were exterminated in tho samc manner as in the restof the camp. In 


the noxt-to-the-last paragraph, on the third page, we road: 

'The scenes which I had t» witness defy imagination. My joy at the 
sight of the liberated people was marred by the fact that their faces bore 
expressions of stupor. This made mo think, "het is the matter here?! 
Evidently the sufferings they had undergone erased the distinction between 
lif. and death from their minds. 

"I observed these people for three days, bandaged their wounds while 
evacuating them, but the psychological stupor remained. Something similar 
could also be sven on the faces of the doctors during the first days, 

"People perished in th. car om discase, starvation, beatings;

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The extermination of Soviet prisoners-of-w^r was carried ut literally 
in all the camps. Thousands of Soviet soldiers perished in the xtormina-
